The UTM College Republicans displayed a firm 
belief on Tuesday night that George W. Bush would 
be the next President of the United States. Although 
polls continued to be 
split, the general con¬ 
sensus of the gather¬ 
ing at Martin Place was 
completely in the Bush 
camp. 

"All bets are off because 
the Yankees lost, but 
when all the votes are 
counted I am 100 per¬ 
cent sure that Bush will 
be the President," said 
Robby Clapper while 
watching the latest news 
on the race for the White 
House. 

"In times like these, we need a leader with con¬ 
viction and clarity of purpose," said organization 
president Christin Hayes. "The security of our 
nation as a whole should take top priority in this 
election." 

The College Republicans have helped spread the 
message of President Bush in his bid for re-election 
by taking action of their own. 

During freshmen welcome week, the College 
Republicans made themselves very visible in hopes 
of gaining the support of many first time voters. 
They have also played roles in SGA voter registra¬ 
tion, a nomination party for the President, and they 
have been a part of campaign work for the state. 

If there is one concern the College Republicans 
have, it is the media coverage of the election. Most 
feel that the coverage has been mixed, at best, but 
some feel the coverage of the candidates has dis¬ 
played a consistent liberal bias that could sway 
some key votes in the end.

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Nobel laureate to visit UTM

Jody Williams, 1997 Nobel 
Peace Prize laureate, will 
present "The Power of One: 
An Individual's Impact on 
Social and Political Change," 
at 7:30 p.m., Nov. 8, in the 
Elam Center at the University 
of Tennessee at Martin. 

Her appearance is co-spon¬ 
sored by Honors Programs, 
the Freshman Experience, the 
Division of Academic Affairs, 
the Division of Student 
Affairs, the Student Activities 
Council and the Student 
Government Association at 
UT Martin. The event is free 
and open to the public. 

Williams won the Nobel 
Peace Prize for her campaign 
against landmines. 

She is one of 10 women 
who have received the Nobel 
Peace Prize and only the 
third woman from the United 
States. 

Williams is an outspo¬ 
ken advocate for peace and 
human rights issues. 

She founded the 



Wiliams 


International Campaign to 
Ban Landmines (ICBL) and 
has overseen its growth 
into more than 85 countries. 
Working with governments, 
the United Nations and the 
International Red Cross, the 
ICBL has achieved an inter¬ 
national treaty banning anti¬ 
personnel landmines. 

Prior to beginning the ICBL, 
Williams worked to develop 
humanitarian relief projects 
for El Salvador and other 
Central American countries. 

She has taught English as 
a second language (ESL) in 


Mexico, the United Kingdom 
and Washington, D.C. 

Williams received a mas¬ 
ter's degree in International 
Relations from Johns 
Hopkins School of Advanced 
International Studies, a mas¬ 
ter's in Teaching Spanish 
and ESL from the School for 
International Training and 
a bachelor's degree from the 
University of Vermont. 

"Jody Williams shows us 
how one person can change 
the world. Her message is an 
inspiration to anyone who 
wants to make a positive dif¬ 
ference in people's lives," said 
Dr. William Zachry, professor 
of psychology and director 
of Honors Programs at UT 
Martin. 

The Academic Speakers 
program annually brings 
distinguished scholars, writ¬ 
ers and performers to the 
UT Martin campus. All lec¬ 
tures end with a brief ques¬ 
tion and answer period.

Even with the spotlight 
on the national elections, 
there were still a number of 
contests of interest in West 
Tennessee. 

U.S. Rep. John Tanner 
(D) held off challenger 
James L. Hart (R) in the 8th 
Congressional District. 

This race drew a great deal 
of regional attention when 
Hart won the Republican 
primary He has admitted 
to believing in Eugenics, the 
phony science that says that 
less "favored races" should 
not be allowed to procreate. 


State Sen. Roy Herron (D) 
appears to have held onto 
his seat in the 24th District 
race, defeating Dennis 
Doster. 

The Associated Press pro¬ 
jected that Herron garnered 
64 percent of the votes, with 
Doster at 36 percent. 

State Rep. Mark Maddox 
(D) in the 76th District was 
unopposed. 

In Martin, Ward I went to 
incumbent Danny Nanney 
with 793 votes. Matthew B. 
Vincent came in with 459, 
and Darrel Simmons with 
232. 

Johnny Tuck won Ward II, 
with Jim Dickenson came in 
with 300. 

Wart III was an unopposed 
race for Randy Edwards, who 
finished out the unexpired 
term for former Alderman 
PhillipMerryman.

Editorial: Technology fee 
needs better management

One area we didn't 
cover was the line item that 
already appears on your 
Banner account, $100 for the 
Technology Fee. 

Are you getting your hun¬ 
dred dollars' worth? 

We pay for Blackboard, a 
classroom collaboration and 
resource system, but far too 
few instructors utilize it. Of 
those that do, many are not 
well versed in how to use 
advanced functions, such as 
the Electric Blackboard (chat 
discussions) or the grade 
book. 

We have student e-mail, 
but many do not stumble 
upon it until their first or 
second semester is nearly 
over. Some even forget their 


e-mail address, because we 
still have "mars.utm.edu" 
instead of "utm.edu." Isn't it 
time to finally abandon that 
dinosaur? 

Cumbersome setup and 
even more difficult manage¬ 
ment of Web sites has left 
many student organizations 
opting for Yahoo! Geocities. 
Should we really have to tel¬ 
net in to the server just to 
upload a new file? 

To be fair, there have been 
great advances in student 
services as well. Wireless 
access points across cam¬ 
pus has helped keep a small 
number of students with lap¬ 
tops stay connected across 
campus. The myUTMar- 
tin portal project promises 
to alleviate some of these 
issues, but there is still work 
to be done.

November is a tough 
month for me. It contains 
the birthdays and the anni¬ 
versaries of deaths of several 
family members who have 
passed away. 

My challenge, like that of 
the students I counsel who 
have experienced the death 
of someone close to them, is 
to focus on the good memo¬ 
ries and work to make the 
difficult memories meaning¬ 
ful. 

My grandmother, who 
lived to be 107, died several 
years ago. I like to remember 
her by sharing funny sto¬ 
ries with other family mem¬ 
bers and thinking about her 
unique role in my family and 
in my life. 

I remember when I was a 
child and she would go to 
Florida for the winter. She 
would return all tanned and 
glamorous, and we would 
wait politely but anxiously 
until she opened her hard¬ 
shell suitcase and brought 
out the inevitable presents 
for my sister, my brother and 
me. 

She loved to test herself 
on the Reader's Digest word 
quiz each month, and her 
near-perfect scores were a

testament to her intelligence 
and hard work, since English 
was not her native language. 

I like to remember the 
tender patience with which 
she "spoiled" my daughters 
when they were little. 

She was a great storyteller, 
and I remember loving the 
stories she made up (with me 
as the star character!) when I 
was a child, and then enjoy¬ 
ing hearing her do the same 
for my own little girls years 
ago. 

When we remember loved 
ones who have died, there is 
always ambivalence. 

No one is perfect, and I 
could invest my time in re¬ 
viewing all the difficult as¬ 
pects of my grandmother's 
personality as she aged, or all 
the sad and upsetting events 
that occurred as her health 
failed. 

I choose not to do that very 
often. It's not about being in 
denial, it's about wanting to 
highlight the positive and to

let as much of the negative 
slide by as possible. 

Many students I talk to 
have suffered difficult or 
even devastating deaths of 
those close to them. They 
may have suffered the almost 
unbearable loss of a parent or 
a sibling, for example. 

For most of us, the anniver¬ 
saries of birthdays or death 
days are rough times. Some 
students find that an entire 
semester is affected because 
they lost someone during 
that time of year. 

There are no easy answers 
for how to deal with bereave¬ 
ment and grief. Yes, our sor¬ 
row usually does lift with 
time, but the timetable is 
unique for each individual. 

People with a strong sense 
of optimism and hope usu¬ 
ally handle grief with less 
difficulty than those who feel 
their lives are lacking in other 
ways. I think it is important 
to turn grief into a meaning¬ 
ful memorial of some sort 

I admire Dana Reeve, the 
recent widow of Ghristopher 
Reeve, who just a couple of 
weeks after his death spoke 
in public for a cause in which 


her husband had believed. 

Ghristopher Reeve's life is 
a testament to courage, hope 
and unbelievable determi¬ 
nation. His family is trying, 
from what I can see, to main¬ 
tain those values even as they 
grieve his loss. 

Many families work on is¬ 
sues that their loved one sup¬ 
ported, or establish memorial 
funds or projects in the name 
of the person who died. 

Something as simple as 
planting a tree or a rose bush 
in memory of the deceased 
person can be very com¬ 
forting. Making a memory 
scrapbook is another way to 
treasure the good stuff. 

The best memorial to some¬ 
one who loved you is to try 
to live your life with joy and 
grace. 

That is surely what our 
dearly departed would have 
wanted for us.

UTM dietetics students attend nationai nutrition conference

Three UTM dietetics stu¬ 
dents presented research 
in October at the 2004 Food 
& Nutrition Conference & 
Expo in Anaheim, California. 
The students were junior 
Laura Beth Gray, senior Keri 
Spann and graduate student 
Gay Walker. This year is the 
first time that UTM students 
have been selected to present 
research at the annual con¬ 
ference. 

During the conference, the 
students also met Subway 
celebrity spokesman Jared 
Fogle. 

Walker, Gray and Spann 
presented the results of two 
research studies they con¬ 
ducted in Martin. The first 
study showed that 87% of 
UTM students surveyed did 
not meet the recommended 
level of fiber in their daily 


diets. The study indicates 
a need to raise awareness 
among UTM students of the 
benefits of adequate fiber 
intake. These benefits in¬ 
clude weight control, lower 
blood cholesterol, cancer and 
diabetes prevention, and re¬ 
duced risk of gastrointestinal 
disorders. 

The second research study 
assessed the awareness of 
Martin residents regard¬ 
ing soy-food products. The 
study found that 83% of 
Martin residents surveyed 
could not name any health 
benefits of eating soy foods. 
This research highlights the 
need to educate the public 
about the heart-health ben¬ 
efits of including soy protein 
in their diet. 

The annual Food & Nutri¬ 
tion Conference is sponsored 
by the American Dietetic As¬ 
sociation (ADA).

College Dems rally the vote on election eve

Rock musicians and poli¬ 
ticians shared the stage on 
Monday night as the UTM 
College Democrats held 
''Rally the Vote." 

The day before Tuesday's 
election, the Democrats ral¬ 
lied their supporters in the 
UC game room and urged 
them to go to the polls to cast 
their ballots, despite the an¬ 
ticipated rainy weather. 

Battery Horse, a local band, 
opened the event, which was 
attended by approximately 
50 people. 

Between speakers, the Dem¬ 
ocrats showed thirty-second 
commercials featuring their 
presidential candidate. Sen. 
John Kerry (D-Mass.). 

Democrats urged students 
to vote for Kerry because of 
his stances on education, the 
federal budget and the war 
in Iraq. 

Tennessee State Represen¬ 
tative Mark Maddox, who 
was unopposed in yester¬ 
day's general election, was 
pleased with the number of 
students who were interest¬ 
ed in the political process. 

State Senator Roy Her¬ 
ron, who was challenged by 
Republican Dennis Doster, 
stressed educational policy. 
He said if elected he would 
continue to fight to make 
tuition affordable and edu¬ 
cational quality exceptional. 
He keyed on his connections 
to UTM. 

"I graduated from UTM," 
Herron said. 

"Both my parents, brother 
and sister went here. I taught 
here. It's home." 

Herron also told students 
that they can make a differ¬ 
ence on Election Day, espe¬ 
cially in local races. 

"There's enough of (young 


people) that you can change 
an election. I have a friend 
who lost an election by six 
votes." 

Representative John Tan¬ 
ner, who represents most 
of west Tennessee in the US 
House, said he was glad to 
spend the night before Elec¬ 
tion Day at UTM. 

Tanner spoke to the crowd 
about the need for fiscal re¬ 
form and about the financial 
mismanagement of the Bush 
administration, which he 
called "generational mug- 

Tanner said the budget def¬ 
icit and national debt of the 
Bush administration and Re¬ 
publican-run Congress is ac¬ 
tually taxing young people, 
who will eventually have to 
pay it. 

"Over the last four years, 
this country has borrowed 
in your name $1.7 billion a 
day," Tanner said. 

He also said that 72 percent 
of the budget deficit is being 
financed by other countries. 

"My generation will be the 
first generation to leave the 
country in a worse financial 
position than we found it," 
he said. 

Tanner summed up the 
debt crisis as a four-year 
"financial orgy." Tanner 
was opposed by Republican 
James Hart. 

Amanda-Kayleen Bramell 
also spoke at the event. She 
said both her brothers, de¬ 
ployed to Iraq in January, 
have been shot and wounded 
in combat. 

Bramell, a freshman politi¬ 
cal science major from Hen¬ 
dersonville, said that she 
found out her brother Kyle 
was shot in the arm in Iraq in 
August during her first week 
at college. 

"I went to school for three 
days and was scared to 


death. We then learned he'd 
been shot in the arm. He can't 
lift his arm because of nerve 
damage," Bramell said. His 
arm may require amputa¬ 
tion, she added. 

"Cramer got shot Septem¬ 
ber 22, 2004. That was the 
worst day of my life. All they 
told me was he'd been criti¬ 
cally injured. I found out later 
that he was okay but would 
be a paraplegic the rest of his 
life," she said. 

Cramer, who was serving 
in the Air Force, was shot in 
the abdomen, and the bullet 
pierced his spinal cord, para¬ 
lyzing him below the injury. 
Bramell says that he will be 
coming home from Germany 
for Thanksgiving, but that 
her family has to make their 
house and vehicle "handicap 
accessible," which the gov¬ 
ernment will not pay for. 

"If George Bush has al¬ 
ready done all this in four 
years with the threat of re- 
election, there's no telling 
what he'll do in the next four 
years," she said. 

Bramell said she decided to 
talk to the group because sta¬ 
tistics often don't hit home, 
but personal stories do. 

"When you can put a name 
and a face with an unjust 
war, it clicks with people. 
Both my brothers were shot 
for no good reason. Iraq nev¬ 
er attacked us." 

Adviser Luther Mercer and 
College Democrats President 
Wil Hammond were exceed¬ 
ingly pleased with the turn¬ 
out for the event and thought 
it went well. 

They both stated that they 
were more concerned about 
college students voting rath¬ 
er than whom they vote for. 
After the event. Democrats 
reassembled and distributed 
literature to students in uni¬ 
versity housing.

On a weekend dedicated 
to its seniors, the Skyhawk 
volleyball team split matches 
against Austin Peay and 
Tennessee Tech. 


The first match was 
accompanied by a ceremony 
in honor of UTM's two 
seniors, middle Diana Foster 
and left side Leigh Reiniche. 

On the court, the Skyhawks 
faced a tough opponent in 
the Lady Govs. 


The first game began with 
a service ace by Reiniche, 
but Austin Peay quickly 
jumped out in front. The 
teams traded points down 
the stretch, but APSU came 
out on top, 30-24. 

The Skyhawks came out 
eager to even the match in 
the second game and stayed 
within striking distance of 
APSU. At the first timeout, 
UTM trailed by only three. 

What followed the timeout 
was a ferocious rally which 
saw them even the score 
at 16. -The Skyhawks then 
exploded to take a 26-22 
before APSU took another 
timeout. After the break, the 
Skyhawks scored the final 
four points of the game to 
win, 30-22. 

The third game began with 
a continuation of UTM's point 
streak as they combined good 
serves with APSU errors to 
claim an early edge. 

After a service ace by 
Heather Grumke gave the 
Skyhawks a 13-7 lead, the 
Lady Govs used a timeout 
to regroup. They came back 
to tie the game at 18 before 
another UTM run put it 
away, 30-21. 

Austin Peay took game 
four, 30-24, to set up the fifth 
and final game. In the fifth 
game, the Skyhawks were 
unable to get into a good 
rhythm, while the Lady Govs 
continued their dominance 
from the previous game. 

APSU jumped out to an 
early 10-1 lead and refused to 
give the Skyhawks a chance 
to rally, winning the game , 
15-6, and the match, 3-2. 

Senior Leigh Reiniche had 


13 kills and 16 digs for UTM. 
The team out-hit APSU, .098 
to .077, led by Reiniche's .294 
percentage. 

The team also picked up 13 
blocks in the match, led by 
freshman Kathryn Sprague's 
two solos and seven assists. 
Sophomore Tammy Konitzer 
set a career-high with 22 
digs. 

Next up for the Skyhawks 
were the Lady Eagles of 
Tennessee Tech, who entered 
the match with an 8-14 record 
on the season. 

In game one, the Skyhawks 
shook off a slow start and 
took advantage of several 
TTU errors to take control 
of the game. Once they took 
the lead, the Skyhawks never 
looked back, stretching their 
advantage from 14-6 at the 
first timeout to the final tally 
of 30-12. 

Heather Grumke provided 
a service ace during the 
decisive run, while several 
Skyhawks added kills as part 
of a balanced attack. 

The Skyhawks displayed 
another impressive effort 
in a second game that was 
a definite contrast to the 
previous game. 

Tech opened up an early 
lead and appeared to be 
in control. However, the 
Skyhawks refused to go 


down without a fight. 

After rallying to within three 
points at 15-12 and forcing a 
Tech timeout, the Skyhawks 
kept a stranglehold on the 
momentum and pulled 
ahead, 16-15. 

The teams traded points 
down the stretch, but the 
Skyhawks got service aces 
from senior Leigh Reiniche 
and sophomore Tammy 
Konitzer to seal a 30-26 win. 

After their loss in game two, 
TTU committed numerous 
errors in the third game and 
was never able to threaten 
the Skyhawks' lead. 

UTM claimed game three, 
30-22, to sweep the match. 

UTM out-hit TTU .261 
to .050 and picked up 44 
kills to the Lady Eagles' 36. 
Freshman Jamie Hollins led 
the Skyhawks with 11 kills 
and junior Heather Grumke 
added 24 assists. 

The Skyhawks totaled 37 
assists while the Lady Eagles 
finished the game with 34. 

The win improved UTM?s 
record to 10-13 overall and 
pushed them above the .500 
mark in OVC play at 7-6. 

UTM plays next at Murray 
State on November 2 before 
returning to the fieldhouse 
for their home finale 
on November 9 against 
Belmont.

Football falls to SEMO; Freshman sets school rushing record

Saturday was the perfect 
day to rip off UTM running 
back Donald Chapman's 
football helmet and pads and 
find out if he is just a true 
freshman or some super hero 
pretending to be a football 
player. 

On Halloween eve or the 
day when most youngsters 


were going out for trick or 
treat. Chapman donned a 
Skyhawk football uniform 
and rushed 41 times for 
a career-high and school 
record 272 yards against host 
Southeast Missouri State. 

The 5-10,190-pounder from 
Marietta, Ga., also scored a 
touchdown in the Skyhawks' 
35-7 loss to Southeast 
Missouri State. 


Chapman is the first UTM 
player to rush for more than 
200 yards in game since 
Darriel Ruffin piled up 222 
yards against Southwest 
Missouri State in 1997. 

Chapman even surpassed 
the school-record 

performance of Bobby 
Fowler (250 yards against 
West Georgia) set in 1958. 

Chapman's 41 attempts in 
the game is also a new school 
record. The old record was 33 
attempts by Fowler against 
Harding in 1956. 

Chapman has played in 
eight career games as a 
Skyhawk and has racked up 
905 yards on 198 attempts. 
He missed one game this 
season because of an injury. 

With two games left 
this season. Chapman can 
become the first Skyhawk to 
rush for 1,000 yards or more 
in a season since John Burch 
ran for 1,002 in 1988. 

Chapman needs 154 yards 
in the next two games to set 
a new UTM school record for 
the most rushing yards in a 
season. 

Larry Washington holds 
the current mark at 1,058 
yads. He accomplished the 


feat in 1976. 

It's unfortunate that 
Chapman's effort was not 
enough to help the Skyhawks 
claim their second OVC win 
of the season. 

Playing without junior 
quarterback Brady Wahlberg, 
the Skyhawks committed five 
turnovers. Two of the fumbles 
resulted in missed Southeast 
Missouri State field goals, 
while two of the interceptions 
by freshman quarterback 
Drew Jackson resulted in 
SEMO touchdowns. 

Jackson, who will replace 
Wahlberg at quarterback for 
the rest of the season, was 9- 
26 passing for 106 yards. 

Wahblberg suffered a 
broken collar bone in the 
Skyhawks' game against 
Eastern Illinois, Oct. 23. 

Both teams battled to a 7- 
7 tie after the first half, but 
SEMO scored 28 unanswered 
points in the third quarter 
to nail down its 35-7 
homecoming win over the 
Skyhawks. 

Kellin White picked of 
Jackson twice in the game 
and returned both picks for 
touchdowns for the host 
Indians. 


SEMO running back David 
Taufoou scored the Indians' 
first TD of the game on a 69- 
yard run. He also scored the 
first TD of the third quarter 
on a 34-yard run. 

Taufoou finished the game 
with 16 carries for 154 yards 
and the two touchdowns. 

Offensively, for the 
second consecutive year, 
the Skyhawks gained more 
yardage than SEMO. The 
Skyhawks ran 85 plays for 
386 yards, while SEMO ran 
53 plays for 296 yards. 

The Skyhawk defense 
stymied the nation's seventh- 
best passing offense and 
SEMO quarterback Andrew 
Goodenough who entered 
the game at 11th in the nation 
for total offense. 

SEMO managed 148 yards 
of passing in the game as 
Goodenough completed 11 
of 19 attempts. 

Skyhawk sophomore Jack 
Greenwood recorded his 
second interception of the 
season when he picked off 
Goodenough late in the 
second quarter. 

SEMO also fumbled three 
times in the game, but never 
lost possession of the ball. 


The Skyhawks won the 
possession battle and the 
penalties contest. The 
Skyhawks had the ball for 
almost 35 minutes, compared 
to SEMO's 25:05. 

In the penalty department, 
the Skyhawks were flagged 
four times for 34 yards, while 
SEMO was tagged 10 times 
for 123 yards. 

The Skyhawks, now 2-7 
overall and 1-5 in the Ohio 
Valley Conference, will close 
out the home portion of their 
2004 schedule Saturday when 
they host Eastern Kentucky 
in an OVC game Saturday at 
noon.

With the team title at West 
Alabama, UTM has won now 
won three of the four Ozark 
Region rodeos this season. 

The bareback continues to 
be one of the strongest events 
for UTM cowboys. 

At UWAL, Matt Bright won 
the average with 149 points 
on two, while Scotty Ne- 
Smith was second with 146 
on two. 

Boyd Quinley from Cor¬ 
dova, Tenn., finished third in 
the calf roping long go. 

In the saddle bronc, Tennes- 
see-Martin's Jason Forsythe, 
a transfer from Missouri Val¬ 


ley College, won the first go 
with a 74-point ride. 

Teammate Ty Atchison 
spolie fourth in the first go. 

Atchison, from Jackson, 
Mo., was second in the sec¬ 
ond go and second in the av¬ 
erage with 138 on two rides 

"Ty is just a freshman, and 
he just keeps hammering 
away," Luthi said. "If he con¬ 
tinues to work hard he will 
continue to get better." 

Like the bareback, the steer 
wrestling event favored the 
Skyhawk cowboys. 

NeSmith won the long go 
with a time of 3.9. Jason De¬ 
ment finished fourth with a 
4.6 time. 


In the steer wrestling short 
go, Zak Danison came out 
on top with a 4.0 time, while 
NeSmith was fourth. Dani¬ 
son was second in the aver¬ 
age with a combined time of 
9.0, while NeSmith was third 
with a combined 9.2. 

In the team roping Quinley 
teamed with Andrew Train¬ 
er from Forrest, Ill., to take 
fourth in the short go and in 
the average with a combined 
time of 29.8. 

Whit Ashe from Savannah, 
Tenn. was second in the bull 
riding long go with a 76- 
point ride and split second in 
the short go with a 78-point 
ride. 


He had 154 on two and that 
was good enough to win the 
bull riding average. "Whit 
had a couple of good rides in 
the bull riding," Luthi said. 
"He managed to get a couple 
of good breaks and that al¬ 
ways helps." 

On the women's side, UTM 
finished fourth in the team 
standings at UWAL with 
110 points. The host team, 
UWAL, claimed the team title 
with 335 points.
